POLICE BELIEVE NEGRO 


Aftermath of Encounter Which 
Ended in Death of Arthur As- 
bury, Wounding of: Brother, 
and J. D. Anderson, Who 
Shot Other Two 
Negroes. 


After being slightly stabbed in the left 
breast last night about 7 o’clock, at 49 
Wallace street, J. D, Anderson, a negro, 
employed at the city water works, shet 
and killed Arthur Asbury, another negro, 
and wounded his brother, Earnest As- 
bury, in the abdomen, as a result of a 
row about Anderson's wife. 

it is reliably stated that the dead man 
and his brother, who now lies in a dyifg 
condition in the Grady hospital, were 
implicated in-the murder of Patrolman 
Thomas Carl Mills, on Whitehall street, 
August 5, 1898, and also in the killing 


of County Officer Heard. 

According to Anderson, the Asbury 
brothers came oyer to his home and tried 
to persuade his wife to leave him. A 
row followed, and the husband, walking 
into the room, which was dark, shouted 
that these men must leave his place. 

Arthur Asbury stabbed Anderson on the 
left breast. Almost immediately the 
wounded man snatched his 32-caliber 


rack and fired three times at his assail- 
ant. Arthur Asbury was shot in the 
jugular vein, and died almost instantly, 
while Earnest, shot in the arm and abdo- 
men, walked out of the jouse and up the 
street for about a block, returning just _ 


ris. nee hE 

The Grady hospital ambulancé was pees 
ed, and the dying negro was taken to that 
place. Anderson was sent to the police 
station. A large crowd of péople were 
gathered about the house. 

The most important disclosure in the 
whole affair is the statement that the 
dead negro and his wounded brother were 
implicated in the killing of Patrolman 
Thomas Carl Mills on Whitehall street, 
August 5, 1898. It will be remempered 
that Earnest Asbury, now lying in tne 
hospital, was accused by his brother, 
now in Kentucky, who was tried for the 
murder of Policeman Millis, of being 
guilty of the crime. Anderson, it is stat- 
ed, says that Earnest confessed to+him 
that he was in the gang which killed the 
policeman, 

Further than this, negroes in that sec- 
tion of the city declare these brothers to 
have been the ones who.killed Officer Jim 
Heard at Brownsville during the riot in 
September. The reputation of these ne- 
groes is bad, both having served many 
sentences in the chaingang for. stabbing 
and burglary offenses. They are regard- 
ed by the police as bad men.

Commerce Commission ‘Will 
Look Into the Matter 


Alleged That the Railroads Are Dis- 
criminating Against the Farm- 


Washington, D. C., December 2.—The 
car shortage throughout the . United 
fSiates will be investigated by the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

Commissioner Franklin K. Lane, who 
ras been Woking into this subject, said 
teday that the commission will take up 
ihe situation in the northwest first. 
Agents are now in that section iInvesti- 
cating complaints against the ~wheat- 
cotrying roads. Farmers in many states 
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rave reported that the railroads are 
rreferring other traffic and that they ate 
unable to get their grain to the market 
te share in the high prices now being 
paid in Minneapolis ang Chicago. 

The commission has issued a circular 
asking the grain growers to submit 
specific information regarding ~he 
amount of freight offered for shipment 
and the reasons give nfor not transpor<- 
ing the same. 

Commissioner Lane said: 


‘‘The most serious problem which faces | 


the shipping public today is that of get- 
ting traffic moved. There are millions 
n* tons of freight awaiting shipment at 
the wresent time in the United Stats 
which the roads confess themselves un- 
etic to promptly handle. Whether ther2 
is an actual car shortage or not is a 
cuestion that only full inquiry can de- 
termine, but that there is,fault to be 
feund with the manner in which cars are 
vseq seems to be generally ‘conceded 
by all traffic men. 

“In the northwest the farmers of, the 
Dakotas and Minnesota have filled the 
e‘evators along the lines of the rail- 
rca@s and are stacking their wheat in 
ereat bins twenty or’ thirty feet deep 
anj covering an acre or more of ground. 
At the same time there is ample toom 
‘er all of this wheat in the terminal el- 
evators at Chicago, Milwaukee, Minne- 
apelis, Duluth and Superior.” 


HAY HONORED 
BY HEBREWS 


Lauded As One Who Tem- 
pered State Craft With 
Golden Rule, 


Philadelphia, December 2.—Lauded ac 
a diplomat who tempered statecraft with 
the golden rule, the late John Hay was 
honored by the Jewish people of this 
city today, when a handsome memorial 
window to the dead secretary of state 
was unveiled at Keneseth Israel Temple. 

Attended by Secretary of State Hiihu 
Root, Oscar Straus, recently named by 
President Roosevelt as secretary of com- 
merce and labor, and Andrew D. White, 
ex-minister to Russia and Germany, with 
six members of the Hay family, the ex- 
ercises were among the most striking 
evet held in a Jewish synagogue. 

The members of the family who were 
present were Mrs. Payne Whitney and 
Mre. James Wadsworth, of New York, 
daughters of the late secretary of state; 
Clarence Hay, a son; Arthur Hay, of 
Washington, a nephew, and Mr. and Mrs, 
Samuel Mather, brother-in-law and sister 
of Mrs. John Hay. 

The consecration address was made by 
Dr. Joseph Krauskopf, rabbi of the tem- 
ple. He was assisted in the exercises 
by Rabbis Sarkowitz and Landman. 

Secretary Straus made the introduc- 
tory address and Mr. Whit edelivered an 
historical eulogy of the dead statesman. 

Mr. Root, who made the chief address, 
said: 

“During John Hay’s later years, among 
the famuiar white house scenes of his 
youth. some incident wouid evoke a mem- 
ory of his earlier days, and he would 
give it to his friends, clad in the fenci- 
tious and charming expressions of which 
he was a master. 

“The instinct of Lincoln's genius. di- 
vined @ kindred spirit in his young sec- 
retary. 

“He has lived a noble life; he has 
fought the good fight as Lincoln would 
have wished, and through the long se- 
ries of the passing years, the spirit of 
the great emancipator, the strong, the 
just, the compassionate, was wrought 
mightily in the work of ms great dis- 
ciple, for justice and mercy, for free 
dom and peace, for the oppressed and 
forsaken of the earth. So, in this temple 
of our God, ‘Who hath made all men 
His Image,’ we unveil a memorial set 
up in honor of one who also give his 
life for his country and humanity.’

movements of the times in this state. 

It will be made even more effective 
and far-reaching next year, and instead 
of having eight hundred contestants, as 
during the past contest, it is believed 
there will be several thousand boys who 
will enter the lists. 

The State College of. Agriculture, 
through it its different officers, submit- 
ted this plan of work to the boys of the 
state, and it has proved to be wonder- 
fully successful in stimulating them ‘to 
great endeavor. As a result hundreds 
ef them have found out many interesting 
and useful facts about agriculture and 
about codn and cotton in 


tively engaged upon the farm, and the 
knowledge thus gained will be put to 
use for their own benefit and for the 
benefit of Georgia. 

In this contest each contestant was 
required to cultivate at least one-six- 
teenth of an acre or 2,500 square feet, 
and the contest had to be under the 
immediate «@uwpervision of the county 
school commissioner and his corps of 
teachers. 

Rules of the Contest. 

The state fair offered prizes aggregat- 
ing $600 to the winners in the contests 
and county fairs, county boards of edu- 
cation and individuals supplemented 
these offers. The result was that the 
eight hundred boys who were in these 
contests were amply repaid for their ef- 
forts both im money and in informa- 
tion. 

The university sent out thousands of 
bulletins to those who ‘were interested 
in the contests, gtving detailed infor- 
mation as to the requirements and many 
useful suggestions as to the methods to 
be used. Score cards for judging the 
com and cotton were suggested, and by 
the use of these cards the students 
gained much additional information. 

Record blanks were also used that vre- 
served the data thus gained by the con- 
testants, and gave them in a permanent 
form the resuits of their study and 
lebor. 

Those who have watched carefully the 
workings of these contests declare that 
the benefit to the boys in the contest is 
incalculable. The enthusiasm aroused 
has been so great that fully three thou- 
sand boys in this state are’ expected to 
enter the contests next year. Hundreds 
of inquiries for the new bulletin have 
reached Professor Stewart already, 
as soon as it is issued these will be an- 
swered in full.

Cemmissianor Yerkes Re- 
ports On Internal Reve- 
nue Receipts for 1905. 


Washington, D. C., December 2.--The 
arnval report of Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue John W. Yerkes for the 
past fiscal year shows total receipts. af 
$249,102,738, an excess of $14,914,762 
over the preceding year, while the fre- 
eeipts for the first three months of the 
current year sliow an increase in colles- 
tions of $4,661,131! over the correspond- 
ing months last year. Commissioner 
Yerkes says he believes the total reve- 
mues in the current fiscal year will ag- 
gregate $260,000,000. } 

During the year “there was collected 
from the tax on distifled spirits $j 36,- 
965,911; on fermented “liquors $54;65!,- 
636;\0n tobacco $46,422,997, 

The commissioner recommends 4 
charge of 20 cents on each stamp issued 
to rectifiers or wholesale liquor dealers 
for use on packages prepared and sent 
ovt by them, and a charge of 25 cents 
mer gallon on all brandy withdrawn for 
rectification purposes. 

The net increase in collections from 
cigars and cigarettes was $1,442,962 as 
compared with the previous fiscal year, 
ard the increase from tobacco and 
sruff was $1,320,124. 

The total production of tobacco and 
snuff in the United States was 382,648, - 
C02 pounds. 

The total exports of domestic tobacco 
manufactures from the United States 
were, cigarettes, 1!,710,939,000; cigars, 
2,130,000, and manufactured tobacco 
and. snuff, 8,094,032 pounds. 


CUBAN DECREE © 
BY ROOSEVELT 


Hevana, December 2.—“‘By a decree 
to be issued soon under specific authority 
of ‘the president of the United States, 
ibe seats of all members of the second 
series of the Cuban congress elected in 
i906 will be declared vacant.” 

This is the announcement made by 
Grvernor Magoon today to twenty-five 
senators -and members of the house o*% 
“epresentatives, whom he had invited to 
eitend a conference in the palace. 

Aifter reviewing all the facts developed 
by the peace commission sent to. Cuba by 
Picsident Roosevelt in response to Pres- 
dent Palma’s appeal for intervention 
and with special reference to the nego- 
tiations relating to the status and final 
disposition of the Cuban congress, Gov- 
crnor Magoon called the attention of the 
members to the fact that the determi- 
jation as to the status of congress had 
been referred to the peace commission of 
Washington, for consideration. He then 
c>mmaunicated to them the final determi- 
ration of President Roosevelt that the 
seats of the senators and representa- 
tives elected in 1905 shoulg be consid- 
ered vacant from October i2,. 1966, ths 
vecancies thereby. created being filled by 
an election under the provisional govern- 
ment in accordance with the proclama- 
tion of Governor Taft Segfember 29. 

The first series of senators and repre- 
sentatives elected in 1904 will be con- 
tinued in office if moral peace, tran- 
quility and public confidence be restored 
te such extent that an tlection for the 
vacated seats may be held during 1907,

Miss Nethersole has spent much of her 
time in America and too litth of her 
time in the south or she would have been 
even more enthusiastic in her state- 
ment. till having lived in many coun- 
tries—England, France, America, Spain— 
she is, as she asserts, well qualified to 
judge. 

She comes back to Atlanta after an ab- 
sence of geven years. Whenghere oeore 
she was well pleased with her reception 
in Atlanta—became very fond of the city. 
Last night she did not leave her palace’ 
car, which is as luxurious a home as 
she could obtain in the city.-Today she 
will see Atlanta again, and from a view- 
point of seven years ago, will dook upon 
a city so entirely. different that. it is 
doubtful if she will recognize it at all. 

She played only a short. engagement in 
Atlanta seven years ago, only a few

Why He Left the Office. 

“On the night preceding the wreck I 
attended a box party in the neighbor- 
hood with friends, the day operator work- 
ing for me until I returned to the office 
about midnight. The night being chilly, 
the operator, L. Clemmer, decided to re- 
main at:the office until morning, and he 
did stay there until 6 o’clock.. He re- 
turned at 7 and relieved me, suggesting 
that I go home because it was apparent 
to him that I was unstrung by the expe- 
rience that I had passed through in the 
previous hour. I did this, and remained 
at home the entire day. About 6 o’clock 
getting my usual midnight lunch, I start- 
ed for the station to report for night 
duty. Reaching the office I saw a large 
crowd congregated outside, and from 
what I heard I concluded it would be best 
for me not:to go in the office.. I learned 
from the day operator that another opera- 
tor had been sent to relieve me, and this 
is all the notice I have had that my 
services were not wanted that night. 
After that I returned hone and slept 
the night through. 

Not to Blame, for Wreck. 

“T.am not to blame for the wreck, 
and I think I would have no trouble to 
substantiate this claim if given the op- 
portunity to be heard. Operator Clem- 
mer ana& a student operator were both 
in the office and heard the operator at 
Lawyers give me a clear track for No. 
33 (the train to which President Spen- 
cer’s car was attached.) This was at 
6 o'clock, as the block sheet in the of- 
fice will show. If my recollection serves 
me right, No. 33 passed Rangoon at 6:06, 
and I reported this to Lawyers. I can- 
not recall that the operator there signed 
for the report, but it was his business 
to be there to take the report. I let No. 
33 in the block because Lawyers gave 
me the right of way for the train. When 
No. 37 (which collided with the rear of 
No. 33) left Wilmers (the first block 
station north of Rangoon) I began to 
call Lawyers. I nage to call until 
the train was nearly in sight of my office 
and got Lawyers just as 37 was coming 
in sight. He gave me a clear track for 
37 at 6:12. I remember the time very 
distinctly, and the train passed the block 
at 6:14. As No. 37 was passing Ran- 
goon I was talking to the operator at 
Lawyers. He wanted to know when 
No. 33 was by me. I told him at the 
time my sheet shows but I cannot recall 
the minute. 

Clear Track Given. 

“Then Iasked him ‘when by you?’ and 
he said ‘By,’ but did not give me the 
time. I did not give No. 37 a clear 
track until the operator at Lawyers 
gave me authority and I can prove this 


by Operator Clemmer and by the student!

Preparing to Face the Music. 

The new railroad rate law is barely 
out of its swaddling clothes, yet it 
seems already to have strikingly 
demonstrated the wisdom and justice 
of its enactment, ,while giving earnest 
of even greater benefits it is destined 
to confer on the public. 

The new law became effective on 
August 28. According to The Chica- 
go Tribune, of the 61,000 freight 
schedules filed by the railroads since 
that time from 80 to 85 per cent show 
reductions of previous charges. 

These are voluntary reductions, 
should be borne in mind. 

The Tribune further states that in 
nearly every instance where applica- 
tion has been made for permission to 
change arate on less than thirty days’ 
notice a desire on the part of the 
railroads to reduce rates prompted 
the application. 

If the railroads have, of their own 
volition and within three months of 
the law’s enactment, made such 
sweeping concessions, what may not 
be logically expected in the way of 
further reductions when shippers and 
business interests generally appeal 
to the commission for the removal ot 
unjust discriminations, and when the 
machinery of the new law is operat- 
ing smoothly? 

These voluntary reductions are pal- 
pable efforts on the part of the rail- 
roads to minimize the thanges in 
tariffs which they now see is inevi- 
table. 

The work of the new commission 
has hitherto been almost entirely that 
of preparation and education, both of 
its members and the general public. 
Within a few weeks it will begin 
hearings on complaints of shippers 
involving allegations of unjust

“Atlanta, Ga., November 19, 1906.—To 
the Honorable Mayor and General Coun- 
cil, Atlanta—Gentlemen: Your special 
committee, recently appointed to con- 
sider applications for liquor licenses, beg 
to make the following recommendations 
to wilt: 

“I. That the legislature be pequested 
to amend the charter of the city of At- 
lanta fixing the Ncense to sell retail 
liquor at not less ‘than $2,000 per year, 
nor more than $3,000 per year, and 
wholesale licenses not less than $1,000 
per year. 

‘2. That no lcensges to sell beer be 
granted in either white or colored res- 
idence section of the city of Atlanta. 

“3. That, each applicant for a liquor 


license be examined as to his moral 
character, his past record and as to his 
seeming ability to keep order in his ios] 
twblishment.”’ ; 

The ordinance, it is understood, eG 
tains all the recommendations as made 
in the above communication.

Sparte’s success last Monday is due 
principally to the adrolt management, 
untiring energy, boundless enthusiasm, | 
and shrewd political sagacity of our 
county school commissioner, Professor 
M. L. Duggan, whose name is expected 
to .be inscribe@ on the cornerstone of 
the main college building. Yet, in ac- 
complishing our success, others played | 
no small part, and among these were: 
Judge Seaborn Reese, W. H. Burwell, 
and Messrs. E A. Rozier and J. kL. 
Walker. 

The college will be located three miles 
east of Sparta, on the road between 
Sparta and Culverton, and within a few 
hundred yards of the Granite Hill sta- 
tion. It will occupy a part of what was 
originally ‘the country estate of the late 
Colonel A. J. Lane, and will be sSep- 
arated by the road and railroad from 
the broad fields, meadows and orchards 
of Rocky, the home of the late Colonel 
Richard Malcolm Johnson, where his 
celebrated school for boys gave instruc- 
tion to so many of the famous men of 
our state. 

Rocky is now owned by C. J. Rocker.

Broughton made a talk on the prohibi- 
tion movement in Atlanta. He intro- 
duced Evangelist J. J. Wicker, and 
then made his talk. Dr. Wicker follow- 
ed him, speaking on the same subject. 
The meeting was called in the interest 
of the prohibition *movement. 

In the course of his\ remarks Dr. 
Broughton said: : 

“Atlanta at this time is confronted by 
a situation concerning the whisky traf- 
fic. which caNs for careful thought on 
the part of its citizens. Ever since the 
unfort@hate riot, and even for a long 
tine before, there has been a growing 
sentiment in the city in favor of aibso- 
lute prohibition. 

“The closing of the saloons for a week 
or. more during the time of the — riot 
was productive of such good results that 
the whole community was made to see 
the benefits of prohibition. All the de- 
partments of government saw how much 
better it would be with no. saloons at 
all. The police court especially recog- 
niged it, and the recorder declared in 
favor of it. It is said by those who 
watched carefully the situation that 
there never has been such a pronounced 
improvement in the moral condition of 
the city as during the days when the 
saloons were closed. Business men also 
saw it. I am told that the retail mer- 
chants all over the city felt the benefi- 
cla] effect of the closed saloons. 

“But even this does not alone account 
for the increased sentiment in favor of 
prohibition. Everybody who has studied 
the origin of the riot’ is ready to testify 
that the saloons were largely responsible 
for it. It came about largely by -a 
drunken mob of low down white men 
and boys. 


Saye Saloons Must Go. 

“AN taken together, the community has 
felt that the saloon must go. Now what 
is the resut? To begin with, the city 
government felt itself forced to deal 
with the situation. They made certain 
promises concerning the regranting of 
license. The people thought that ‘these 
promises were sincere, but when the 
time came for licenses to be granted, 
just as has always been true, the prom- 
ises were disregarded and saloons es‘ab- 
lished where it was clearly understood 
there would be none established. It is 
true some were réfused their license, 
but many just as dlabolical were grant- 
ed license, and so the old sig began 
@-going in the old-fashioned way. 

“The next step was taken by the citi- 
zens, especially the temperance people. 
after being {instructed by a large repre- 
sentative mass meeting to prepare peti- 
tions calling for election in the spring. 
After .much_ dilly-dallying and time 
wasting, {t was announced that the peti- 
tions. were ready for signatures, and 
that so soon as they were al] signed up, 
@ mass meeting of the signers would be 
called, and the time fixed, perhaps in 
April, for the holding of the election. 
This is the work inaugurated by the 
Anti-Saloon League, and it is gloriously 
proceeding. Within a short time, more 
than the requisite number of signers will 
be obtained, and the mass meeting will 
be held. 

“In the meantime, another movement 
is started. The committee appointed by 
the city council to look into the matter 
of saloon regulations, comes forth with 
the recommendation that the number of 
saloons be limited to fifty. that the li- 
cense be put up to $2,000 for retail, and 
$1,000 for wholesale dealers, and that 
any one proposing to engage in the bus- 
iness shall establish a good, moral 
character. The proposition to open at 6 
a. m., and close at 6 p. m., was lost. 

“Now, with reference to this proposi- 
tion before the city council and the one 
so favorably commented on by the press 
of the city, IT want to say a word: In 
the first place, IT want to say that this 
proposition is exactly in line with the 
big whisky dealers of this city,

and then chops at her head. until he 
thinks she is dead, throws imself across 
her form, and takes a revolver and blows 
a hole through hig head, and dies; and 
see those two little boys as they run 
here and there screaming to notify the 
neighbors; then hear their testimony as 
they say: ‘Father had often threatened 
to kill mother when he would be drunx. 
It was never so when he was _§ sober.’ 
Are you satisfied with that picture? If 
you are not, look yonder in the hos- 
pital, and see that poor woman lying 
there today struggling ‘between life and 
death, and if there is a spdrk of man- 
hood. in you, you will feel ashamed that 
you have in any way given your consent 
to the operation of a business in this 
city that produces such a condition of 
suffering. 

“That's the picture of your handiwork, 
oh, Atlanta!

‘Lady missionaries, however, are al- 
ways to be found. 

“Missionaries to other lands are al- 
most as urgently. wanted,” he added, 
“and, in most cases, as hard to get. 
China is only just recovering from 
what was practically a boycott on the 
part of intending missionaries, caused, 
it is thought, by the Boxer risings. 
India’s supply, too, does not nearly 
cope with the demand. . 

“The decrease.in the number of mis- 
sionary volunteers may be attributed 
to several causes. For one thing, well- 
to-do parents do not care to let thelr 
sons go to parts whence they may 
never return, while the glamour of ro- 
mance that once surrounded foreign 
travel has died away, so that men of 
the upper classes do not throw con- 
sideration of home ties to the winds, 
as they once did. 

“The Melanesian Mission, in particu- 
lar, feels this difficulty, for our men 
are exactly on the other side of the 
world—as far away as possibly can be. 
The scarcity of men and the cost (£60 
to £70) makes .it very difficult for us 
to give our missionaries furlough; and 
even when they are in Englanc we 
have to put them to delegation work 
all over the country. They gg on until 
they become exhausted, an return 
mere bags of bones. ' 

“The greatest hope of a solution to 
the difficulty lies in inducing business 
men; especially those with a medical 
or teacher’s training, to join our 
forces, in addition to the university 
men, who have hitherto formed our 
chief source of supply.” 

Addressing a meeting of the Melane- 
sian Mission yesterday at the Churth 
House, the Bishop of London said that 
the bishops at home came to plead for 
their brother bishops abroad. 

It was mission work which kept the 
church alive, and if church people for- 
got the claims of missions the church 
might die of respectability at home.

Of course, if a farmer has a 10t of 
badly damaged, unsaleable (to the mill) 
cotton seed, he must use them as a fer- 
tilizer, or a fertilizer ingredient. Rough- 
ly speaking, eight to ten bushels of such 
seed may be considered as about equal 
to one ton of first class stable manure, 
and may#be applied accordingly, when- 
ever stable manure co udlbe properly ap- 
plied. Or the 8 or 10 bushels Of seed 
may be assumed as the fertilizer equiva- 
lent of 100 pounds of good cotton seed 
meal and may enter into any fertilizer 
formula calling for cotton meal, or be 
applied wherever the latter may properly 
be used. It is a fact that damaged cot- 
ton seed would be less likely to injure 
the germination of seeds than would 
sound cotton seed meal. 

One more word of advice: Cotton seed 
(or meal) should always be used in con- 
nection with a proper proportion each 
of acid phosphate and some salt of pot- 
ash, for the simple and controlling rea- 
Son that seed and meal contain very
